Cannon and 4 Mortars are fent from hence to that 


General. General Schli¢k on his fide has taken Ried 
by Surprize. 
From the Harlem Courant, dated March 17. 

Nurenberg, March 6. On Sunday laft General 
Stirum attack’d the Bavarians in their Lines between 
Nieumarck and Ditfort, kill’d 500 of them on the 
Spot, and took above 300 ; the Regiment of Count 
Tattenbach fuffer’d moft: On our fide but 10 were 
kil'd and 20 wounded: After this, the Imperialifts 
attack’d the little Town of Ditfort, garrifon’d by 1 
Battallion, and took it. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated March 17. 

Munick, March 7. The Imperial Army under 
General Schlick, have forc’d the Bavarians in their 
Lines on the fide of Saltzbourg, and poffefs’d them- 
felves of Ried, St. Martin, Arolts Munfter and Zell. 
The Elector is march’d to Brannau to oppofe their 
further Progrefs. 

Heilbron, Match 10. The Elector of Bavaria has 
drawn together an Army of 20000 Men, with which 
he is moving towards Schardingen; he has with 
him a Train of 36 Pieces of Cannon and 6 Mortars, 
and ‘tis thought defigns to bombard Paffau, becaufe 
agreat number of Bombs are fent from Munick. 
That Elector has another Body of 12 or 14000 Men, 
which is drawn together on the fide of the Upper 
Auftria. The Imperial Troops in Bohemia are to 
atack Amberg in the Upper Palatinate. The Ba- 
varian Regiments of old Maffei and Tattenbach, 
with feveral Troops of the Militia, have been broken 
and defeated ; Riedrt, Schardingen, and Ditford are 
taken ; and the Imperialifts are marching to attack 
Kehlheym, ficuate 6 Leagues from the Danube, Gar- 
rifon'd by 2000 Bavarians: General Schlick has pu- 
blifh’d and afix’d Placarts, in which he declares all 
the Officers of the Elector of Bavaria to be difcharg’d 
of their Oaths ; and that they fhall be continued in 
their Offices, provided they will Swear Allegiance to 
the Emperor. 
The Harlem Courant fays, There were 250 Bava- 
tians kil?'d or taken in Riedt ; and that Ditfort was 
plunder’d and then quitted by the Imperialifts. 

Ratibon, March 8. The Envoy ‘of the Elector 
of Bavaria having receiv’d Advice of the Irruption of 
the Imperialifts under Count Schlick into Bavaria, 
on Tuefday an Extraordinary Council of the Diet 
was held ; in which the faid Envoy complain’d, 
that thofe Forces live at Difcretion, and com- 
mit all Diforders like open and avow’d Enemies ; 
That as thefe Adtions have put an end to the 

ifpofitions to peace that were in Agitation, his 

fter will make yfe of the Power, God has 


put into his Hands, to oppofe Force with Force ; 
not doubting to make appear, that ‘tis not 
an eafy matter to trample under Foot a Prince who 
has deferv’d fo well of the Empire : Concluding that 
he hop’d the Diet would not approve of this Irrup- 
tion. The Diet had fome Gudidaten on this 
Affair Yefterday and to Day, and are preparing an 
Anfwer in the Name of the 3 Colleges, 

Frank fort, March 11. Tis confirm’d on all hands, 
that the Count de Stirum has routed a great Body 
of Bavarians, killing about 500 Dragoons of the Re- 
giment of Tattenbach, and taking 487 Prifoners. 
Count Schlick has likewife fore’d the Bavarian Lines, 
beaten the Troops that defended them, and taken 
feveral fmall Places. The Army of Prince Lewis of 
Baden at Bihl receives daily Reinforcements, info- 
much that his Horfe can hardly find Subfiftance. 

From the Harlem Courant, dated March 20, 

Frank fort, March 14. The Fort of Kehl after a 
very brave Refiftance furrendred on the 9th. The 
Garrifon capitulated to march out with 2 Pieces of 
Cannon, Colours flying, Drums beating and other 
ufual Marks of Honour, together with their Bag- 
gage. Accordingly on the rith they came out in 
good Order ; Firft Rode 2 Curaffiers of the Impe- 
rial Regiment of Zollern, the Baggage follow’d, then 
came the Governor the Baron van Erzberg , leading 
the Garrifon, viz. a Regiment of the Forces of the 
Elector of Mentz, and the Swabian Regiments of 
Durlach, Furftemberg and Baden. They were 
convoy’d by the French to Stolhoffen. Of the Be- 
fieged 52 were kill’d, among them 2 Head-Officers, 
and 200 wounded; but the French loft 3000 Men 
either kill’d or wounded: ’Tis faid the Enemies are 
now going to attack Friburg. P. S.Juft now we have 
a Report, that the French have taken away the 2 
Pieces of Cannon ftipulated in the Capitulation, and 
brought them back to Kehl; but this requires Con- 
firmation. Yefterday in the Morning the Imperia- 
lifts invefted Neumark, and Artillery is fent to them 
from Neurenberg to batter that Place. 

The Dutch Succours confifting of 12 compleat Re- 
giments are advanced as far as Spiers. 

From the Paris Gazette, dated March 17. 
Parts, March 17. On the 13th of this Month, the 
Marquefs de St. Hermine brought the News of the 


Taking of Fort Kehl, 12 days after the opening of 


the Trenches. On the oth at 4 a clock in the After- 
noon, the befieged beat a Parley, and accepted the 
‘Conditions which the Marthal de Villars had offer’d 
them, which are, That the Garrifon fhould march 
out on the 11th with Arms and Baggage, without 
Cannon or Mortars,and be conducted to Philipsburg. 


By the taking of this Fort, the Paffage of his Ma- 


jefty’s Armies into Germany to aifift the Elector of 
Bavaria his Ally , whom the Emperor is going to 
attack with all his Forces, is rendred more commo- 
dious. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated March 13. 
Frankfort, March 7. "Tis advis’d, That 1500 
Huffars have made an Incurfion towards Lorrain, 
and have taken from a Party of French, near the 
Mofelle, 1 Kettle-Drum, 2 Standards, and 12 Led 
Horfes, and cut off the famous Party — Le 
rup 
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Brun wich30 Mea, not far from Sarlouis. In their 
return by Zabern, they met with 3 Waggons -laden 
with Money, convoy’d by 500 Men, whom they 
cut off,tcok tae Money, which amounted to 400000 
Rixdollars, and carry’d it into Landau.

Metz, Marcho. The Marquefs de Varenncs Licu- 
tenant General, march’d out of Sarlouis with a Body 
of 2000 Men, and 2 pieces of Cannon, to attack the 
little Town cf St. Vandel 5 Leagues beyond Sar-. 
louis ; He took his way norwithitanding it rain’d 
all the while, through by-roads, that the Enemy 
might have no Information of his March; and on 
the 4th inftant ac 11 in the Morning came before 
Sc. Vandel... He order'd a Detachment to them- 
felves on the Road to Homburg, by which the Gar- 
rifon might efcape, and bavivg.caus’d the Place to 
be view'd by :he Sieur de Perri, order’d him to pol- 
fefs himfelf of a Honfe firwate near the Ditch and Pa- 
lifadoes. hen tie Enemy who had no Notice of 
the March of thete Troops, fird very briskly at 
that Houle. The Marquefs caus’d the reft of the 
Infantry toadvance, and the Cavalry to extend them- 
{elves wide in Front on the Top of the Hill by 
which he came. The Enemy took them to be the 
Van of the Army, and offer’d to capitulate 5; Buc all 
other Terms were refus'd them, except furrendring 
at Difcrerion, to which they yielded. They march’d 
out to the Number of 450 Men, half of chem being 
of the Elector Paiatine’s Regiment of Guards, com- 
mauded by the Sicur Rebiant Licurenaut Col.ouel 
of thar Regiment, and were conducted to Saricuis. 
‘Yhe Town was pillag’d, in ic were found 300 Elor- 
fes, a great Number of Carle, and much other 
‘Booty, rogether with 8 Colours, Of rhe Kings 
Troops, bur 4 Soldiers were kill’d and 3 wounded, 
tho’ the Place was defended by a ftrong Wall, alarge 
Ditch, and a double Pallifade. While the Troops 
were entring into this Town, the Marquefs de Va- 
rennes detach’d 300 Horie to inveft Orweiler, a lit- 
tle ‘fown berween Sarlouis and Sc. Vandel, gar- 
rifon’d by 200 Germans, who being advertis’d of the 
Match of thefe Hore, retir’d out of it with fo much 
Precipitation, thar they left all their Baggage behind. 
After which the Marque(s recurn’d with his Prifo- 
ners to Sarlouis. 

From the Amfterd..Courant, dated March 15. 

Wel, March 1c. Iwo famous Parry Leaders 
(one of which commanded the Party that furpriz’d 
the Duke of Marlborough on the Maes in the end 
of the laft Campaign) with 14 Soldiers, of the Gar- 
rifen of Gelder, are brought Prifoners hither. They 
went-out to furprize the Lieutenant Collonel of 
Prince Phillips Xegiment of Horle in Schieban near 
Nuys, and had already taken 6 Standards and 2
